scores of beer bottlers and their helpers 
refused to load wagons for men who 
supplanted the discharged drivers. 

Whenever this happened, the insubor- 
dinate bottlers and helpers were dis- 
charged. It was said at noon that the 
rebellion had extended to every brewery 
and that about 200 more men had been 
dismissed. 

Sends New Recruits. 

When the “insurgent’’ drivers were 
dismissed at noon Friday, August Priest- 
erbach, secretary of the ‘‘regular’’ Local 
No. 43, sent out new recruits to his 
union to take their place. Originally, 
his faction. of the union was only 150 
strong, and he added the necessary 400 
drivers hurriedly. 

The ‘‘seceders’’ have wop the recog- 
nition and approval of the other labor 
organizations, and the ‘“‘regulars,’’ who 
have the contract with the brewers, of 
Circuit Judge Taylor. 

Through sympathy with the “seced- 
ers,’’ the men in the breweries whose 
work it is to loa@ the wagons refused 
to do so. 

Many saloonkeepers, to express their 
attitude, refused to take beer from 
wagons driven by the new recruits. 
They hired wagons and sent them to 
the breweries for what beer they wanted. 

Discharge Threatened. 


Pe Jones, secretary of the Labor 


Association, said Satyr 
ever men refused to 
drivers would be discharged. 

“The brewers can do nothing but 
carry their contract with Priesterbach’s 
Union,’”’ Jones explained. ‘They are be- 
tween the Dévil and the deep blue sea, 
and are being drawn into a quarrel in 
which they have no interest. Priester- 
bach’s union ‘is unquestionably in the 
right, so far as the legal aspect of the 
thing goes, and the brewers cannot 
go beyond that.” 

Herman Pfaff, president of the ‘‘se- 
seding’’ Local No. 43, presided at a 
meetings at Dewey's Hall Saturday, at 
which angry speeches were made. The 
demand was often repeated that the 
International Union of Brewery Work- 
ers be asked to call a sympathetic 
strike of the 3500 brewery werners it 
controls in St. Louis, 

Joseph Haus, one of those present at 
the meeting, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that 2,000,000 brewery employes in 
the Tnited States would stand behind 
Praff’s men -in their demand to be re- 
instated. 

The beer bottlers will meet Saturday 
evening at their headquarters, 2103 
South Broadway, to determine what 
action they shall take regerding the new 
drivers and the dismissal of their men 
various breweries.

House Combine Will Bow to Public 
Disapproval by Reorganizing, 
and by Dropping “Danny.”

The plan of the House of Delegates 
to adjourn sine die April 3, two weeks 


ahead of the customary time, is regard- 
ed by: politicians as an admission that 
the combine realizes it cannot exist in 
the face of popular disapproval. 

_ By this ruse, the combine leaders hope 
to be able to keep Assistant Clerk 
“Danny’’ Naughton, who is under con- 
viction as accessory after the fact of 
the bribery of Delegates Warner and 
Priesmeyer, in office until the end of 
this session. 

After April 3, Naughton is to be 
dropped, and the House will be reor- 
ganized with a new assistant clerk. 

The failure of Delegate Fred Wiedmer 
of the Thirteenth Ward to appear at 
the crucial moment Friday evening, 
when the resolution to oust Naughton 
was on its passage, is said te indicate 
that he is to be a member of the re- 
organized combine when the new ses- 
sion begins April 27. The resolution was 
defeated, 14 to 10. 

Wiedmer Arranges for Spoils. 

Wiedmer is said to heve spent the 
hour before he appeared in the As- 
sembly Chamber Friday evening with 
Justice “Jimmy” Miles, and to have 
made the arrangement with him later 
ratified by Delegates Hussey and Bourg, 
by which he is to replace either Warner 
or Priesmeyer, both of whom are un.- 
der indictment for bribery. 

While Warner and Priesmeyer will 
remain in the inner councils of the com- 
pine, the plan, it was learned Saturday, 
from authoritative sources, is for them 
to absent themselves from sessions of 
the House. Two new men will be taken 
into the combine. Wiedmer, it Is said, 
has been invited to be one of the two. 
The other has not been selected. 

Wiedmer denied when questioned 
about this that he knew of such a deal, 
and denied that he had veen with Jus- 
tice Miles when the Naughton resolu- 
tion was being considered. 

Naughton Smiles on Him. 

Naughton smiled graciously at Dele- 
gate Wiedmer, who remained in a cor- 
ridor without until the vote was taken 
and then entered the hall. 

Wiedmer voted for the ouster resolu- 
tion Tuesday evening, but “delayed,” as 
he expressed it, in getting into the As- 
sembly chamber Friday night until after 
the vote was taken. 

A packed gallery applauded Delegate 
Fav when he spoke in favor of his reso- 
lution and hissed the announcement that 


it was lost.

Just as the shopkeepers were prepar- 
ing for the day's business the tall 
stranger stationed himself at the cor- 
ner. For several minutes he stood and 
when two men wheeling carts filled 
with bananas came along he started 
towards them.

“Did you receive that message?’ Both 
men with carts made answer. The 
stranger drew a revolver. The two men 
were equally as quick. The weapons 
were leveled at the same time. The 
tall man fired and it is believed his 
shot struck one of his adversaries in 
the hand. With the echo of the first 
shot the two men closed tn on the 
stranger. 

They caught his revolver hand aad 
while one held it, the other pressed 
a revolver clase against the back of the 
man’s head and fired. The bullet passed 
through his head and came out through 
the left eye and the man fell to the 
sidewalk. 

For a@ moment the two men stood 
watching the death struggles of their 
victim. Then they fled in opposite di- 
rections.

Served punch on the mahogany ta- 
bles, thereby causing unartistic 
blotches on their polished tops. 

Upbraided Before Negro. 

These charges in themselves do not 
make the members of the Art club as 
indignant as the fact that a “rich and 
prominent woman” member of the 
Guild upbraided Mrs. Dobyne for these 
alleged acts in the presence of the 
negro janitor. 

“I’m a. Southern woman,” said Mrs. 
T. E. Ferguson, president of the club’s 
committee, Saturday, “and ‘you

Mrs. Ferguson declined to give the 
name of the Guild woman who sided 
with the janitor against Mrs. Dobyne, 

“I don't mind saying, however, that 
we did not do the things charged 
against the club at the Colonial 
party,’ Mrs. Ferguson added.

Posse Chases Oklahoma Bank 
Robbers by Moonlight— 
Henry Starr Suspected.

WANN, Ok., March 14.—Three men 
who robbed the Tyro State Bank in 
Jesse James fashion and escaped with 
$2500, after making the bank president 
and his clerks escort them to their 


horses, stopped near Wann and took 
refuge in a deserted farmhouse last 


night. 
Citizens soon routed them there and 


in the fight that followed, Leonard Lee, 
Town Marshal of Wann, was_ shot 
through the right hand. A horse owned 
by a citizen and two horses ridden by 
the robbers, were shot and killed. 

The bandits then turned to the south- 
east, after starting west, to avoid posses 
that had started out from Bartlesville 
and Dewey, Ok. It was a moonlight 
night and several hundred armed men 
are now after the robbers. 

Special Train Used. 

A special train was sent from Coffey- 
ville with a posse headed by Chief of 
Police John Kloehr, slayer of the Dal- 
tens in the bank raid 15 years ago. 

Many persons believe one of the rob- 
bers is Henry Starr, the o!ld bandit re- 
leased recently from the State Feniten- 
tiary.

southwest of Nowata. 

They are now heading for the heavy 
timber, and if they reach it their cap- 
ture will be a much harder proposi- 
tion than it would be on the open 
prairie country east of there. 

Made Girl Kneel on Floor. 

Miss Dobson, bookkeeper of the Tyro 
Bank, remained in a kneeling position 
on the floor of the bank for several] 
minutes after the robbers left yester- 
day, fearing to rise because the last 
word spoken to her by the bandit was 
that she was being watched, and 
would be, killed if she moved. 

Not until after the robbers had left 
and a customer entered the bank and 
asked her what was doing, did 
she rise. She is almost prostrated by 
the shock to her nerves, but says she 
can positively identify the bandits. 

One of the bandits kept calling her 
‘little girl’ while the robbery was in 
progress, and told her several times 
he did not intend to hurt her.

University Co-Ed Writes Two 
Notes to Former Sweetheart 
and Drinks Acid. 





HIGHLAND, Kan., March 14.—Late’ 
developments show that the death of 
Miss Theo. Baird, who drank carbolic 
acid, was carefully planned. She had 
been mentally depressed for some time 


because of worry over a love affair. 
For several years she went with Walter 
Sharp, a young man of good habits, and 
a member of the Highland University 
Glee Club. 


Miss Baird was a bright, attractive 

girl. She stood high in her studies, 

and last year took first prize in the 

Oratorica!l contest at the University. 
Sent Away to Forget. 

Sharp was the younger and the parents 
of both of them opposed their marriage. 
Miss Baird was sent to New York to 
visit with relatives, and attend school. 
Her parents believed this would cause 
her to forget Sharp. 

Miss Baird returned from New York 
about a year ago. Last fall she entered 
the University of Kansas. Her health 
failed, and she returned to Highland. 

Walter Sharp was attentive to another 
girl. Miss Baird brooded over the mat- 
ter, and told several of her girl friends 
that she would not live long. 

She tock postgraduate work at High- 
land University, and studied chemistry. 
Thursday afternoon she went to the 
laboratory and obtained some carbolic 
acid and arsenic. She then wrote the 
following letter to Walter Sharp: 

The Farewell Message. 

“Walter—I said I was going to kill 
you both, but I have changed my mind. 
I can no longer stand to see you go 
with her. I hate. You will never see 
me alive again. Good-by. THEO.” 

Miss Baird mailed the letter Thurs- 
day night. Sharp received it at the 
Postoffice Friday morning. He gave it 
to his father, who turned it over to the 
County Attorney. 

Miss Baird attended a lecture by a 
missionary ‘Thursday night, and later 
went to a reception at the residence of 
President Knepper of Highland Uni- 
versity. She told her parents that she 
would stay all night at the home of a 
relative. 

In University Building. 

When Miss Baird left President Knep- 
per’s, about 10 o’clock, a girl friend 
walked across the street with her. She 
had only a little distance to go. Miss 
Baird had obtained a key to the Uni- 
versity building. She went to the second 
floor and into the Y. W. C. A. room. 

She pulled down the curtains, lit a 
lamp and locked the door. Then she 
took off her hat and jacket, loosened 
her collar and wrote the following note 
on a scrap of paper: 

“To live without being loved is use- 
less. Good-by. Theo.” 

Prepares Last Bed. 

Miss Baird then spread a blanket on 

the floor, placed some pillows, lay 
down and took earbolic acid. She did 
nur. use the arsenic. 
When the janitor went to the room to 
build a fire Friday morning he found 
her lifeless body. The Coroner and 
County Attorney decided that an in- 
quest would not be necessary as it was 
plainly a case of suicide.

Pennsylvania Politicians Ask 
New Trials in State House 
Furnishing Cases. 





HARRISBURG, Pa., March 14.—Mo- 
tions for new trials have been filed by 
attorneys for the four men convicted of 
graft in connectien with the building of 
the Capitol. 

The men found guilty are John H. San- 
derson, contractor; William P. Snyder, 
former Auditor General; W. L. Math- 


ues, former State Treasurer; James M 


Shumaker, former Superintendent 0? 
Public Buildings’ and Grounds. 

The appeal for new trials will not 
stand in the way of further prose- 
cutions under the present plans. The 
defendants have been admitted to bail 
pending the appeal. 

They will be brought to trial March 
23 on further charges. In addition to 
those already found guilty on the 
first charges, Congressman M. Burd 
Cassell, Architect Huston and Frank 
Irvine, traveling auditor, will be made 
defendants. 

The*jury had been sitting in «he case 
seven weeks, and rendered the verdict 
last night after six hours’ deliberation. 
It was two hours after their. decision 
that they returned to announce the ver- 
dict. Maximum penalty in each case is 
twce years in prison and a fine of $1009. 

Only Two in Court. 

Only Sanderson and Snyder were in 
court when the verdict was given, and 
neither would talk. None of the coun- 
sel for the defendants would say any- 
thing about the case. The State’s At- 
torney said that they were well 
pleased with the result of the hard 
work. 

The four men were convicted of de- 
frauding the State of Pennsylvania in 
furnishing the new Capitol, which cost 
the State about $13,000,000 instead of 
$4,000,000, the figure at which the con- 
tract was estimated. 

Long Jury Trial. 

The present case constituted one of 
the longest jury trials in the history of 
Pennsylvania courts. 

The prosecution of the alleged frauds 
was the outcome of the political up- 
heaval in Pennsylvania in 1905, which 
resulted in the election of William H. 
Berry, a Democrat, as State Treasurer, 
in the fall of that year. 

Berry threw open the books of the 
State Treasur~ and showed that the 
cost of building the Capitol was more 
than three times the amount of the 
contract .

ERRORS OF A SCHOOL BOARD. 

In its labored pronunciamento on the subject of 
safeguarding the lives of school children the St. 
Louls Board of Education has this to say: 

It is true that the Board has not favored in the past 
the erection of outside fire escapes. This matter has 
been considered frequently, but it seemed that the 
use of outside fire escapes by children constituted 
an additional danger in case of panic. Were out- 
side fire escapes installed drill in their use would be 
required in order to make them serve in case of need, 
and such drill would be of the greatest’hazard to the 


children. 
This is at once a confession and an excuse. It 


is an admission that fire escapes have not been 
provided and it is a feeble defense of the neglect. 

If the reasons here given against the construc- 
tion of fire escapes are valid they apply to such 
devices everywhere. If, on a school building, they 
constitute an additional danger in case of panic, 
the same must be said of them on a hotel or a 
factory. If they are useless in one place because 
people are not drilled upon them, so are they use- 
less in all places, for few persons have ever tested 
their agility upon one of them. 

It is related as an incident of the Collinwood 
fire that one teacher in charge of 34 of the 
younger pupils saved all but two of them by 
means of a rude fire escape. Two lost their lives 
in the descent. In comparison with the mortality 
in other rooms where no attempt to use the fire 
escape was made, this must be accepted as a most 
impressive fact, and fact in this case, as in 
everything, is worth much more than excuses, 
theories or explanations. 


The truth appears to be that the St. Louis 
Board of Education has been misled in this 
matter. It has acted upon bad advice. In 
enlarging upon trifling objections to fire 
escapes it has not done justice to itself and 
it certainly has not done justice to the people. 


Fire escapes are not designed for drills or for 
pleasure or for ornament. Their aim is to save 
life when all other means fail. Desperate perils 
justify desperate expedients. To object to them 
on trivial grounds is like arguing in the presence 
of a drowning man whether he shall be saved 
with a plank at hand or by a steam yacht a hun- 
dred miles away. 

Recent inspections have shown that the self- 
satisfied indifference of the Board of Education 
has extended, as was natural, to its subordinates. 
If the master makes light of danger from fire and 
cenies the utility of fire escapes, we need not be 
surprised to find janitors piling hot ashes in 
inflammable cellars all winter long and laughing 
at the fears of those who point out the danger of 
the practice. 

In the main the Board of Education has served 
the people well, but in this matter it has made
